Holds Hearing On Local Railway Station 


Kent C. Rogers, legal examiner 
for the state Public Utilities 
Commission, presided at a 
hearing Tuesday, July 7, at the 
Backs Community Building on the 
application of the Atchison, 
Topeka, and Santa Fe Railway 
Company for authority to reduce 
to non -agency status its station at 
Placentia. 

Called as a witness for the 
railway was Van Ausdale. 27 
years trainsmaster for the 
Railroad. He was asked how many 
employees were at the Fullerton 
office, answering there are 22 


there and continuous service 24 
hours, while the Placentia office 
has one employee with the present 
hours 9 a.m. to 6 p.m. daily. 

It was learned at the meeting 
that Fullerton serves, also the 
cities of Buena Park and La 
Mirada, and part of the Anaheim 
and Santa Fe Springs area. 

Sidney B. Meyer of Corona, 
railroad freight agent, stated that 
on Friday June 26 and again on 
Monday, June 29 he made a check 
of the local facility.

In his summation, railroad 
attorney R.D. Hayes outlined the 
procedure for closing the station, 
which would be boarding it up to 
protect it from vandalism until 
such time as the railroad officials 
decided what would be done.
